Huge  Success 


Publicity    Program    Attracts 
State-Wide    Interest 


The  observance  of  Wildlife  Con- 
servation Month  in  Louisiana  dur- 
ing April  was  an  outstanding  suc- 
cess. Sponsored  by  the  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  Department  it 
turned  out  to  be  just  what  its 
sponsors  predicted — the  biggest 
promotional  and  public  relations 
program  ever  undertaken  by  any 
state  agency  in  Louisiana. 

A  state-wide  broadcast  over 
seven  radio  stations  of  the  Lou- 
isiana network  on  the  night  of 
April  2nd  signalled  the  beginning 
of  one  of  the  most  intensive  cam- 
paigns of  public  relations  ever  at- 
tempted in  this  state  by  a  state 
department.  Taking  part  in  the 
30-minute  state-wide  broadcast 
was  Governor  Jimniie  Davis  and 
Commissioner  John  G.  Appel,  with

NEW  NAME  FOR  CONSERVATIONIST^"^"- 
NOT  AS  YET  SELECTED 

Hundreds  of  entries  were  received  in  the  contest  to  select 
a  new  name  for  the  Conservationist,  but  no  decision  has  as  yet  been 
reached  due  to  the  tremendous  task  of  checking-  all  the  suggestions. 
A  break-down  of  the  entries  received  shows  that  they  came  from  42 
of  the  64  parishes  in  the  state. 

Many  suggested  similar  names.  Quite  a  few  suggested  that 
the  publication  retain  its  name  of  Conservationist.  The  $50  Victoi'y 
Bond  will  be  mailed  to  the  winner  as  soon  as  the  judges  have  made 
the  selection,  but  public  announcement  of  the  new  name  will  not  be 
made  until  the  July  issue,  to  coincide  with  the  beginning  of  the  new 
fiscal  year. 


Duck  Situation 
Called  "Critical" 


Appel    Honored    by    South- 
Eastern   Commissioners 


CARELESSNESS  IS  CAUSE  OF  MOST 
LOUISIANA  HUNTING  ACCIDENTS 


A  total  of  71  gun  accidents,  16 
of  them  fatal,  occurred  in  Louisi- 
ana during  the  1945-46  hunting 
season,  according  to  records  kept 
by  the  Department  of  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries.  The  hunting  season 
started  in  Louisiana  on  October  1 
and  ended  on  April  15,  the  last  le- 
gal date  for  hunting  wild  turkey 
gobblers. 

The  Department's  Division  of 
Education     and     Publicity     stated 


that  approximately  60  per  cent  of 
the  accidents  occurred  in  the  field 
and  may  be  termed  "hunting  ac- 
cidents." 

"Most  important  disclosure  was 
that  a  large  percentage  of 
the  fatal  accidents  involved  per- 
sons under  21  years  of  age,"  said 
Isaac  D.  Chapman,  director  of  the 
Education  and  Publicity  Division. 
"In  fact,  ten  of  the  known  fatal

A  warning  that  migratory  wa- 
terfowl particularly  ducks,  are  in 
a  "dangerous  position"  and  that 
hunters  may  expect  drastic  cuts  in 
either  bag  limits  or  seasons  or 
perhaps  both,  was  voiced  by  Al 
Day,  new  chief  of  the  U.  S.  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service,  before  the 
annual  summer  meeting  of  the 
Southeastern  Association  of  Game 
and  Fish  Commissioners  held  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  on  April  17. 

Representing  Louisiana  at  the 
conference  were  Commissioner 
John  G.  Appel,  Major  James 
Brown,  director  of  the  Fish  and 
Game  Division,  and  J.  C.  LeBlanc, 
director  of  the  Enforcement  Di- 
vision.

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Revised  Shrimp 
Laws  Discussed 

As  a  result  of  a  series  of  open 
meetings  held  by  Commissioner 
John  G.  Appel  with  representa- 
tives of  the  shrimp  industry, 
agreement  has  about  been  reached 
on  proposed  changes  in  the  shrimp 
laws  which  are  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Legislature  convening  in  May. 

Proposed  changes  in  the  shrimp 
law  will  include  changes  in  size 
of  "legal"  shrimp  and  changes  in 
the  closed  season  dates.  Senators 
and  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  from  coastal  par- 
ishes also  attended  the  meetings 
which  were  held  in  the  Depart- 
ment's Wildlife  Museum  in  New 
Orleans. 

Commissioner  Appel  presided  at 
the  meetings  and  others  from  the 
Department  who  attended  were 
Dr.  James  N.  Gowanloch,  chief 
biologist,  Harry  P.  Gamble,  at- 
torney, J.  C.  LeBlanc,  director  of 
the    Enforcement   Division. 

Present  closed  seasons  on 
shrimp  are  from  March  16  to  May 
15,  and  from  June  26  to  August 
15.  Chief  Biologist  Gowanloch 
proposed  a  closed  season  during 
the  winter  months.  Spokesmen  for 
fishermen,  canners,  dealers  and 
other  interests  expressed  agree- 
ment on  the  proposed  winter  clos- 
ing from  December  15  to  March  31, 
and  also  agreed  on  a  closing  period 
during  the  summer  months  but 
slight  variances  in  the  closing 
dates  were  proposed. 

Commissioner  Appel  stated  that 
a  bill  embodying  the  recommended 
changes  would  be  di'afted  and 
copies  of  the  measure  would  be 
furnished  in  advance  to  represen- 
tatives from  the  various  coastal 
parishes. 

"It  looks  like  we  are  closer  to- 
gether than  we  ever  have  been," 
Commissioner  Appel  said  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  meeting.  "All  of 


the  proposals  offered  will  be  given 
the  most  careful  study.  I  feel 
confident  that  from  the  sugges- 
tions that  have  been  offered  and 
the  support  that  has  been  pledged 
by  the  shrimp  interests,  we  will 
be  able  to  draw  up  a  proposed  law 
that  will  go  far  toward  conserva- 
tion and  preservation  of  the 
shrimp  industry." 

Parishes  represented  at  the 
meeting  were  Plaquemines,  St. 
Bernard,  Orleans,  Jefferson,  St. 
Mary,  Terrebonne,  Vermilion,  La- 
fourche,   Cameron   and    Calcasieu. 

Study  Effect 

On  Game  by  New 

Red  River  Canal 

A  study  of  the  effect  of  the 
proposed  Red  River  lateral  canal 
on  the  wildlife  resources  of  the 
area  between  Shreveport  and  the 
mouth  of  the  river  is  being  stud- 
ied by  biologists  of  the  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  Department  and  of- 
ficials of  the  U.  S.  Fish  and  Wild- 
life   Service. 

The  report,  to  be  prepared  by 
U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service, 
will  be  presented  for  consideration 
along  with  other  data  on  the  ca- 
nal project. 

Those  conducting  the  prelimi- 
nary survey  in  North  Louisiana 
recently  were  Thomas  K.  Cham- 
berlain, aquatic  biologist,  Samuel 
Jorgensen,  wildlife  biologist,  and 
William  T.  Davis,  regional  super- 
visor of  law  enforcement  for  the 
federal  agency.  They  conferred  in 
Alexandria  with  Commissioner 
Appel  and  Dr.  J.  N.  Gowanloch, 
Department  biologist.  The  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  Depai'tment  is 
lending  every  assistance  to  these 
surveys  and  are  being  kept  in- 
formed of  every  new  development.

LSU  TO  MAKE  STUDY 
OF  STREAM  POLLUTION 

Louisiana  State  University  will 
undertake  special  research  in  con- 
nection with  trying  to  solve  the 
stream  pollution  problems  of  the 
southern  pulp  and  paper  industry. 
Announcement  of  this  fact  was 
made  at  a  recent  convention  at- 
tended by  representatives  of  90 
per  cent  of  the  pulp  and  paper 
manufacturers  of  the  South  held 
at  Biloxi,  Miss. 

Representing  Louisiana  at  the 
meeting  were  officials  of  the 
Stream  Control  Commission  and 
the  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  De- 
partment.

accident  victims  were  boys  between 
the  ages  of  12  and  18  years  of 
age." 

"These  tragic  cases  emphasize 
the  importance  of  more  careful 
training  of  young  people  in  safe- 
handling  of  sports  arms,  and  that 
is  one  of  the  things  we  hope  to 
accomplish  through  the  junior 
wildlife  clubs  that  are  being  or- 
ganized all  over  the  State,"  he 
said. 

The  careless  gun  handler  is 
more  dangerous  to  himself  than  to 
others,  because  55  per  cent  of  the 
injuries  or  fatal  wounds  were  self- 
inflicted,  45  per  cent  inflicted  by 
others,  the  survey  shows.  Many 
of  the  accidents  occurred  during 
the  loading,  unloading  or  cleaning 
of  guns.  Most  of  the  accidents  oc- 
curred while  hunting  rabbits, 
squirrels  and  other  small  game, 
although  at  least  twelve  are  known 
to  have  occurred  in  the  hunting  of 
deer  and  other  big  game. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  such 
a  report  of  hunting  accidents  has 
ever  been  attempted  in  Louisiana. 
Methods  used  in  compiling  the  re- 
port, which  is  not  guaranteed  to  be 
100  per  cent  accurate,  included 
careful  checking  of  all  Louisiana 
newspapers  with  supplemental  as- 
sistance of  reports  from  enforce- 
ment agents. 

The  system  will  be  improved  by 
the  time  of  the  next  hunting  sea- 
son, and  it  is  hoped  at  that 
time  to  obtain  more  accurate  in- 
formation on  hunting  accidents, 
and  the  information  from  these 
annual  surveys  will  be  used  to  help 
intensify  a  program  of  education 
to  keep  these  accidents  down  to  a 
minimum.

CLOSED  SEASON  ON  FROGS 
DURING  APRIL  AND  MAY 

It  is  illegal  to  catch  or  sell  frogs 
in  Louisiana  during  the  months  of 
April  and  May,  and  a  number  of 
arrests  have  been  made  by  wildlife 
agents  of  people  having  frogs  in 
their  possession. 

The  two-month  closed  season  on 
frogs  has  been  on  the  statute 
books  of  the  state  for  many  years. 

ONE  HUNDRED  TEN  ARRESTS 
MADE  DURING  MARCH 

A  total  of  110  arrests  were 
made  by  agents  of  the  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  Department  during 
the  month  of  March.  A  large  va- 
riety of  violations  were  included 
in  the  arrests. 


The  Pelican  State  Beagle  Club,  which  held  its  first  sanction 
field  trial  near  Baton  Rouge  recently.  The  club  has  a  membership 
of  58  at  the  present  time  composed  of  men  from  all  parts  of  the  state. 


SHRIMP   SEASON   CLOSED 


NAB  14  BOATS  AND 

100  BARRELS  OF  SHRIMP 


Using  an  airplane  and  a  speed 
boat,  Johnny  Foolkes,  veteran  en- 
forcement agent  of  the  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  Department,  arrest- 
ed fourteen  boats  fishing  for 
shrimp  in  inside  waters  during  the 
closed  season  in  the  Houma  area 
last  week-end,  and  confiscated  100 
barrels  of  shrimp  which  was  dis- 
tributed to  charitable  institutions, 
hospitals  and   other  organizations. 

Assisting  Foolkes  in  the  raid 
was  Agent  Frank  Terrebonne. 
Those  arrested  were  chai-ged  with 
trawling  in  less  than  20  feet  of 
water.  The  season  on  shrimp  in 
shallow  or  inside  waters  of  the 
state  is  closed  between  March  16 
and  May  15. 


SAYS    DUCKS    UNLIMITED 
IS    OVER-OPTIMISTIC 

Albert  M.  Day,  named  to  suc- 
ceed Dr.  Ira  N.  Gabrielson  as  Di- 
rector of  the  U.  S.  Fish  and  Wild- 
life Service,  touched  off  a  lively 
debate  at  the  recent  convention  of 
the  North  American  Wildlife  Con- 
ference in  New  York  when  he 
started  talking  about  Ducks  Un- 
limited. 

Day  criticized  Ducks  Unlimited 
for  alleged  over-optimistic  apprai- 
sal of  the  duck  situation,  saying 
that  this  alienated  public  sympathy 
for  necessary  hunting  restrictions. 
A.  M.  Bartley,  U.  S.  Manager  of 
Ducks  Unlimited,  answered  that 
such  comment  came  from  enthu- 
siastic individuals  and  not  from 
the  D  U  organization.  He  pointed 
ov.t  that,  as  the  U.  S.  Government 


could  not  spend  money  for  essen- 
tial restoration  woi'k  on  the  Ca- 
nadian breeding  grounds  where 
D  U  was  operating,  greater  coop- 
eration betewen  the  Fish  and  Wild- 
life Service  and  Ducks  Unlimited 
would  be  helpful  to  all  concerned. 
Day  thereupon  expressed  his 
opinion  that  D  U  was  doing  an  ex- 
cellent job  and  pledged  his  efi'orts 
toward  closer  future  cooperation 
of  the  Service  with  the  Ducks  Un- 
limited   organization. 


GABRIELSON  HEADS   NEW 
NATIONAL    WILDLIFE    GROUP 

Dr.  Ira  N.  Gabrielson  recently 
resigned  as  chief  of  the  U.  S.  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service,  has  become 
president  of  a  newly  formed  na- 
tional organization  known  as  the 
Wildlife  Restoration  Institute. 
This  new  Institute  will  set  up  a 
complete  service  and  research  or- 
ganization to  correlate  and  ad- 
vance the  activities  of  cooperating 
agencies  in  the  field  of  wildlfe 
restoration  and  conservation.

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VIEWING  THE  NEWS  WITH  THE 
JUNIOR  WILDLIFE  CLUBS

A  question  from  an  aroused 
member  of  one  of  our  North  Lou- 
isiana clubs  seems  to  point  out 
that  there  may  be  some  misunder- 
standing about  our  statewide  cast- 
ing contest.  He  was  wondering  if 
"the  clubs  were  not  giving  too 
much  time  to  easting,  because  a 
lot  of  us  lilie  to  fish  with  a  pole 
and  line."  I  can  see  his  point,  and 
right  now  is  the  time  for  us  to 
clear  up  that  question. 

Bait  or  plug  casting  is  only  one 
of  several  ways  of  fishing,  as  fly 
casting  is  also  popular  throughout 
the  state.  Too,  the  most  common 
way,  and  one  which  has  more  fol- 
lowers than  the  other  two  com- 
bined, is  pole  and  line  fishing.  I 
must  confess  that  almost  all  of 
my  fishing  is  done  with  a  native 
cane  pole,  and  certainly  I  get  a 
great  deal  of  enjoyment  and  good 
results  from  its  use.  It  just  hap- 
pens that  I  am  located  where 
there  are  lots  of  such  poles,  "for 
free,"  and  plenty  of  natural  bait 
can  be  had  with  the  least  amount 
of  trouble.  Certainly  I  can  get  a 
share  of  the  big  ones,  and  can 
catch  nice  long  strings  of  fish  with 
the  least  spending  of  money  by 
sticking  to  this  simple  and  easy 
method  of  fishing. 


By  wise  use  of  the  pole  and  line 
any  member  will  be  able  to  learn 
a  great  deal  about  the  habits, 
food,  and  location  of  our  game 
fish.  In  fact,  much  more  time  can 
be  spent  studying  and  figuring  out 
the  puzzles  of  our  finned  friends, 
as  there  is  no  mechanism  to  han- 
dle, work,  cast,  reel  in,  etc.  Do 
not  lose  sight  of  this  chance  to 
study  and  observe  fish  in  consid- 
ering a  good  workable  method  of 
enjoying  our  game  waters. 

So  understand  the  whole  picture 
if  you  feel  overlooked  because  of 
a  casting-  contest  you  are  not  par- 
ticularly interested  in.  Every 
sportsman  is  not  interested  in  all 
kinds  of  outdoor  sports.  One  usu- 
ally takes  liart  in  more  than  one 
activity,  but  deep  inside  of  him, 
the  sportsman  is  more  interested 
in  being  most  of  all  either  a  hunt- 
er, shooter,  stalker,  casting  fish- 
erman, fly  fisherman,  pole  fisher- 
man, trapper,  naturalist,  camper, 
hiker  or  one  of  the  many  other 
types  of  outdoorsman.  Perhaps 
next  month  or  next  fall  we  will 
come  to  that  part  which  interests 
you  most.  Anyhow,  we  pole  fish- 
erman can  get  the  most  out  of, 
and  know  more  about  the  use  of 
live  bait,  don't  we? 


A  very  good  example  of  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  democratic 
method  of  selecting  officers  by 
election  is  evident  to  all  when  we 
see  the  real  set  of  fellows  elected  by 
the  members  of  all  the  junior 
clubs.  We  can  take  any  group 
and  find  the  same  fine  selection, 
such  as  Louis  Peters  and  gang  at 
Baton  Rouge  High,  Bill  McKin- 
stry  and  the  rest  at  Covington;

Dr.  Ira  N.  Gabrielson  of  Wash- 
ington, formerly  director  of  the  U. 
S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  and 
now  president  of  the  Wildlife  Res- 
toration Institute,  and  T.  A.  Mc- 
Amis of  Little  Rock,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Arkansas  Fish 
and  Game  Commission,  were  the 
featured  out-of-state  speakers  at 
the  convention  of  the  Louisiana 
Wildlife  Federation. 

Mr.  McAmis  spoke  at  the  noon 
luncheon  and  Dr.  Gabrielson  was 
the  only  speaker  at  the  banquet 
Saturday  night. 

McAmis  brought  greetings  from 
Governor  Ben  Laney  of  Arkansas 
and  President  James  Robertson  of 
the  Arkansas  Wildlife  Federation. 
He  lauded  the  work  of  Commis- 
sioner Appel  and  the  federation 
and  urged  them  to  base  their  fu- 
ture program  on  facts  gained 
through  scientific  investigation. 

Dr.  Gabrielson  said  there  is  an 
increase  in  hunting  pressure  and 
fishing  pressure  and  that  there  are 
fewer  pieces  of  game  available 
per  hunter.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  question  was  how  to  adminis- 
ter the  game  supply  so  as  to  keep 
a  sufficient  amount  of  game  stock. 
Another  problem  listed  by  Dr.  Ga- 
brielson was  the  pollution  of 
streams  and  water  resources.  He 
declared  that  "no  nation  can  live 
indefinitely  that  deliberately  de- 
stroys its  resources." 

"Damaphobia,"  was  the  name 
applied  to  another  of  the  problems 
facing  conservationists  by  Dr.  Ga- 
brielson. He  stated  that  although 
some  dams  do  no  harm,  others 
could  cause  irreparable  damage. 
He  went  on  to  say  that  a  little  in- 
telligent designing  would  elimi- 
nate .  much  of  the  damage  and 
would  do  some  good. 

Remedies  for  these  problems 
would   include   educating   the   pub- 


lic to  better  understand  the  prob- 
lem of  conservation  and  better  ad- 
ministration of  the  resources  we 
now   have.

FEDERATION  TOLD  ABOUT 
JUNIOR  WILDLIFE  CLUBS 

Considerable  interest  in  the  De- 
partment's new  educational  pro- 
g-ram was  shown  by  members  of 
the  Louisiana  Wildlife  Federation, 
and  upon  invitation,  Walter  L. 
Rather,  Supervisor  of  Junior  Wild- 
life Clubs,  in  a  short  address  at 
the  Federation  luncheon,  gave  the 
organization  an  outline  of  the  pur- 
poses and  aims  of  the  junior  clubs. 


Highlights  of  Louisiana  Wild- 
life Federation  Convention 

The  Lafourche  Sportsmen's  Club  was  de- 
clared the  winner  of  the  Governor  Davis  trophy 
for  showing  the  largest  percentage  increase  in 
members.  Judges  were  members  of  the  New 
Orleans  Sportsmen's  League  who  were  not  con- 
tenders for  the  award.  The  Lafourche  club  will 
retain  possession  of  the  cup  until  next  year's 
convention  when  it  will  be  passed  on  to  the  club 
showing  the  largest  increase  during  the  next  twelve 
months.  To  win  permanent  possession  of  the 
trophy  it  is  necessary  for  a  club  to  be  selected  for 
three  consecutive  years.  The  sparkplug  of  the 
Lafourche  Club  is  its  energetic  secretary,  Eugene 
O.  Knobloch,  who  told  the  Federation  that  next 
year  his  club  will  have  so  many  members  they 
Knobloch  probably   will   eliminate   themselves   from   further 

competition.

Governor  Davis  made  a  surprise  appearance  before  the  con- 
vention Sunday  morning.  He  had  been  scheduled  for  a  talk  Saturday 
morning  but  could  not  appear  and  his  prepared  talk  was  delivered  by 
Col.  P.  A.  Frye.  In  his  importune  talk  Sunday  morning,  the  governor 
said  that  he  was  vitally  interested  in  Louisiana's  fish  and  game  program 
and  suggested  that  the  State's  non-resident  hunting  license  be  in- 
creased. 

*      *      *      * 

Acting  upon  the  governor's  suggestion,  the  convention  went  on 
record  as  favoring  an  increase  in  non-resident  hunting  licenses  from 
$15  to  $25.  Likewise  the  Federation  voted  to  abolish  the  present  "four 
day"  non-resident  hunting  and  fishing  license,  and  leave  the  non-res- 
ident fishing  as  it  is  now,  at  $5  per  year. 

Other  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Federation  at  its  closing  ses- 
sion included   recommendations   for : 

Repeal  of  the  present  closed  season  on  certain  species  of  game 
fish  and  permit  year-round  fishing  in  the  State. 

Provide  a  closed  season  on  wild  turkeys  for  five  years. 

To  provide  each  hunting  license  with  two  deer  tags,  each  tag 
to  have  a  number  corresponding  with  the  number  on  the  license,  to  be 
used  in  tagging  deer  killed  during  the  regular  season.  Non-resident 
licenses  would  be  provided  with  one  deer  tag. 

To  provide  for  trial  of  fish  and  game  misdemeanors  before 
justices  of  the  peace  in  addition  to  district  courts. 

To  provide  for  a  commission  of  five  men  to  direct  the  activities 
of  the  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Department. 

To  provide  a  bounty  payment  of  $1  for  each  fox  killed. 

Creation  of  more  fishing  lakes  and  game  areas  in  Louisiana. 

Reclamation  of  fresh  water  marshes  through  closing  of  water 
passages  to  prevent  intrusion  of  salt  water. 

The  Federation  went  on  record  as  approving  the  6-point  pro- 
gram of  the  Department  of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  for  development 
of  the  State's  fish  and  game  resources.  Another  resolution  called  upon 
the  Legislature  to  provide  the  Department  with  sufficient  appropria- 
tion to  carry  out  this  program. 


The  address  at  the  Saturday  night  banquet 
by  Dr.  Ira  N.  Gabrielson,  former  head  of  the  U.  S. 
I'ish  and  Wildlife  Service,  was  a  "masterpiece." 
Dr. Gabrielson  held  his  audience  spellbound  for 
more  than  an  hour  with  his  homespun  philosophy 
on  conservation.  No  longer  restricted  by  official 
connection  with  any  government  agency,  he  really 
got  a  lot  of  things  "off  his  chest"  and  his  message 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten  by  those  who  heard  him. 

Sample  witticism  in  Dr.  Gabrielson's  talk: 
"About  the  only  contribution  some  people  make 
to  conservation  is  their  purchase  of  a  $1  license, 
and  these  same  people  raised  the  loudest  protest 
against  a  25c  increase  while  at  the  same  time  they 
wouldn't  think  anything  of  paying  $10  extra  for 
a   bottle   of  whiskey."

Eight 
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New  Oyster  Planting 
Project  Gets 
Under  Way  May  1 

A  new  oyster  planting  and  pro- 
pagation project  envolving  the 
planting  of  approximately  110,000 
barrels  of  oyster  shells  will  begin 
in  Louisana  on  May  1st,  as  con- 
tracts for  the  work  were  awarded 
last  week  by  the  Department  of 
Finance. 

J.  A.  Griibb  Construction  Com- 
pany of  Gretna  was  awarded  the 
contract  for  planting  a  total  of 
70,000  barrels  of  oyster  shells  in 
various  oyster  ai'eas.  These  are  to 
be  planted  in  the  following  areas: 

Approximately  20,000  barrels  in 
Bay  de  Chene  in  Jefferson  Par- 
ish; 20,000  barrels  in  Lake  Tam- 
bour in  Terrebonne  Parish;  20,000 
barrels  in  Lake  Felecity  in  Terre- 
bonne Parish;  10,000  barrels  in 
Vermilion  Bay  or  West  Cote 
Blanche  Bay  in  Vermilion,  Iberia 
or  St.  Mary  parishes.  In  the  event 
water  conditions  are  not  favorable 
when  the  project  is  due  to  start  in 
Vermilion  Bay  or  West  Cote 
Blanche  Bay,  the  10,000  barrels 
will  be  planted  in  Sister  Lake. 
Work  on  these  projects  will  begin 
May  1st,  and  the  contract  calls  foi 
its   completion   by   June   15. 

The  Teche  Vermilion  Navigation 
Company  of  Lafayette  has  been 
awarded  the  contract  for  the  plant- 
ing of  40,000  barrels  of  oyster 
shells  in  Bay  Boudreaux  in  St. 
Bernard  Parish.  The  work  on  this 
project  is  to  begin  May  12  and  the 
contract  calls  for  its  completion  by 
June  12. 

Total  estimated  cost  of  these 
projects   are   842,100.00. 


Hold   Open   Hear- 
ing on  Oysters 
In  Cameron  Parish 

A  cooperative  plan  to  eliminate 
threatened  destruction  of  oyster 
reefs  in  Cameron  Parish  and  to 
help  increase  oyster  production  in 
Southwest  Louisiana  was  discussed 
at  an  open  hearing  held  by  the 
Cameron  Police  Jury  with  Com- 
missioner John  G.  Appel  and  in- 
dustry  officials  last  month. 

State  senators  and  representa- 
tives and  officials  of  the  Mathieson 
Alkali  Works  were  present  and 
offered  their  aid  in  solution  of  the 
problem.  Both  the  industry  and 
the  people  representing  the  oyster- 
men  agreed  to  work  together  and 
work  out  methods  by  which  both 
industries  can  "live  together  and 
prosper." 


In  addition  to  Commissioner 
Appel,  others  from  the  Depart- 
ment attending  the  meeting  were 
James  N.  McConnell,  director  of 
the  Oysters  and  Waterbottoms  Di- 
vision, and  Harry  P.  Gamble,  at- 
torney for  the  department. 

Other  officials  present  were 
Senator  J.  O.  Dolby  of  Lake 
Charles,  Gilbert  F.  Hennigan  of 
Beauregard  Parish,  and  Represen- 
tative John  Meaux  of  Cameron 
Parish. 

Duck  Situation 
Called  "Critical"

New  officers  of  the  organiza- 
tion elected  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  meeting  included  Charles  El- 
liott, director  of  the  Fish  and 
Game  Department  of  Georgia, 
President;  Commissioner  Appel, 
First  Vice-President;  R.  M.  Free- 
man, director  of  the  Mississippi 
Fish  and  Game  Commission,  Sec- 
ond Vice-President,  and  John  D. 
Findlay  of  North  Carolina,  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

Federal  officials  attending  the 
conference,  in  addition  to  Day, 
were  W.  E.  Crouch,  Game  Man- 
agement Chief,  and  Fred  Lincoln, 
Chief  of  the  Flyway  biologists. 

The  federal  officials  warned 
that  a  reduction  in  the  continental 
population  of  ducks  seems  to  be 
evident,  and  that  the  nation  ap- 
pears to  be  entering  into  one  of 
its  dry  cycles  with  resultant  dis- 
astrous effects  on  waterfowl.  Ad- 
ding emphasis  to  this,  they  stated, 
are  some  bad  reports  that  have 
been  received  from  the  breeding 
grounds. 

While  these  officials  intimated 
that  reductions  both  in  season  and 
bag  limits  might  be  necessary, 
they  stated  that  they  would  be 
governed  by  authentic  reports 
from  the  major  nesting  areas.

music  being  furnished  by  the  gov- 
ernor's band. 

More  than  100  speeches  were 
made  before  civic  and  community 
clubs  in  every  section  of  the  state. 
Practically  every  official  in  the 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Depart- 
men  made  from  ten  to  a  dozen  or 
more  speeches  during  the  month. 
Talks  were  delivered  before  au- 
diences in  53  of  the  64  parishes. 

The  American  Legion  observed 
the  month  with  special  programs, 
and  with  speeches  on  conservation 
by  their  own  members.  Many 
schools  throughout  the   state  held 


programs  and  exercises  in  ob- 
servance of  the  month. 

As  a  part  of  the  observance, 
the  trappers  of  Iberia  and  Vermil- 
ion parishes  held  their  annual 
trappers'  ball  during  April,  on  the 
26th. 

Thousands  of  inches  in  full  page 
newspaper  advertisements,  edito- 
rials and  feature  stories  appeared 
in  Louisiana's  daily  and  weekly 
newspapers  during  the  month. 
Commissioner  Appel  spoke  over 
radio  stations  in  Alexandria  and 
Shreveport.  The  Young  Men's  Bus- 
iness Club  of  New  Orleans  dedi- 
cated their  program  of  April  24 
to  Wildlife  conservation  and 
heard  an  address  by  Commissioner 
Appel. 

Further  results  of  Wildlife  Con- 
servation Month  with  exhibits  of 
the  type  of  publicity  received  will 
be  carried  in  next  month's  issue. 


RETURN   DUCK  BANDS 

Now  that  the  shooting  season  is 
over,  it  is  time  to  clean  out  the 
hunting  coat  pockets  and  report 
any  waterfowl  bands  you  may  have 
taken.  This  is  highly  important  ac- 
cording to  Charley  Gillham,  Chief 
of  the  Western-Winchester  Sports- 
men's Information  Department. 

Only  by  careful  analysis  of  the 
data  supplied  by  these  bands  is  it 
possible  for  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  get  the  complete  story  of 
waterfowl.  The  various  migratory 
flyways  of  ducks  and  geese  are 
determined  largely  by  this  infor- 
mation. Any  shifting  of  popula- 
tions may  be  detected. 

With  duck  shooting  very  spotty 
this  past  season,  it  behooves  all 
sportsmen  to  furnish  any  aid  at 
hand  to  the  Government  and  State 
Game  Departments.  Heavy  shoot- 
ing pressure  is  anticipated  for  the 
coming  year.  Game  administra- 
tors face  the  most  critical  situa- 
tion ever  to  arise  in  their  careers — 
in  attempting  to  evalue  the  game 
supply  and  to  administer  wisely 
to  its  welfare. 

State  game  departments  in  some 
instances  have  banded  quail, 
pheasants,  or  other  game  species. 
They  too  will  appreciate  your 
courtesy  in  reporting  any  of  them 
you  have  taken.  Remember  that 
if  we  are  to  have  continued  shoot- 
ing in  the  United  States,  we  must 
aid  our  research  divisions  in  every 
way  possible. 

If  you  have  a  duck  or  goose 
band  unreported,  check  with  Fred- 
erick C.  Lincoln,  United  States 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  or  report  same  to 
the  Fish  and  Game  Division,  De- 
partment of  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries, 126  Civil  Courts  Bldg.,  New 
Orleans. 


Nation  Shows  Big 
Rise  in  Fishing, 
Hunting  Licenses 

America's  hunters  and  anglers 
spent  more  than  twenty-six  mil- 
lion dollars  for  the  mere  privilege 
to  enjoy  their  favorite  sports  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1945.  The  amount,  which  totalled 
826,092,563,  represents  the  pur- 
chase of  8,190,901  hunting  licenses 
anu  e>,Zov,2'62  fishing  licenses  in 
the   48   states. 

This  does  not  necessarily  mean 
that  16,471,133  different  sportsmen 
bought  licenses  to  hunt  or  fish,  for 
many  of  these  individuals  pur- 
chased both.  Nor  does  it  mean 
that  only  16,471,133  sportsmen  wet 
lines  or  fired  guns,  for  in  some 
states,  such  as  Louisiana,  persons 
iishing  without  rod  and  reel  are 
not  required  to  purchase  a  fishing 
license. 

It  does  mean,  however,  that  a 
total  of  1,135,398  more  hunting 
and  fishing  licenses  were  sold  in 
the  various  states  than  in  the  fis-  . 
cal  year  ending  June  30,  1944. 
Hunting  licenses  increased  685,643 
for  an  additional  revenue  of  |1,- 
965,100,  while  the  number  of  fish- 
ing licenses  bounced  upward  449,- 
755  to  the  tune  of  8740,238. 

The  number  of  hunting  and  fish- 
ing licenses  are  much  closer  to- 
gei,iier  than  usual,  for  almost  every 
year  the  angling  population  out- 
ranks the  number  of  hunters  by  a 
considerable  margin.  The  figures 
for  last  year  show  the  anglers 
leading   by    89,331    licenses. 


FISHING   SEASON  OPENS 

After  May  1st,  it  is  legal  to  fish 
for  any  species  of  game  fish  any- 
where in  Louisiana.
